SITUATION iS UNCHANGED

Washington, Mar. 30.— While it is 
aaatimed from the defensive measure 
Irmdy taken by the military arm of 
the government that President Wilson 
in adtirossiiii,' con^'res.s ne,\t week, 
will ask for war against Germany or 
danrtlon that a state of war ex- 
ists, it is known that he will speak 
along broad lines^ dealing lightly with 
iucktents landing np to tlM preaa n t 
crisis. 

The general situation has not l>eeR 
changed by the speech of the German 
chanceltor, Dr. von Bethmann-UoU- 
weg, ac c ord in g to tb« vtew tonight 

of officials who read portions of the 
address dealing with the United States 
and submarine wartkre. 

Germany, it waa aaid, haa consist- 
ently attempted to biy ttie bhme fbr 
her acts on other nations. On previ- 
ous oc(^ions President Wilson has 
taken the position that Germany is in 
no way'jnat^flad incarrytaigoB sub- 
marine ruthfeasuess because of the 
British blockade. 

Only complete abandonment of un 
restricted submarine warflare couU 
change the attitude of the United 
States, it has been said semi-ofiiciany 
recently, and press reports mdicate 
that the Qam| B chanoaUirdkl not 
even diseaaa fHViioaaibMly. 

The greatest point under considera 
tion by the administration at the pros 
ent time is whether Germany has not 
unmistakably abowo, through a long 
suoeeaakm of viohtionsof Interna' 
tional law, that the United States must 
definitely unite with the liberal de- 
mocracies of the world against the 
four most complete autocracies, both 
for its present and its future safety. 
All hope has been lost, as .shown in 
the note to Germany as to flu' treaty 
vlt 1828, in the gocKl faith of the pres- 
ent German rulers. The Belgian in- 
vasion and deportations, the ruthless 
submarine warfare, the attt'iii|)ts to 
embroil neutral countries in plots, 
and the general oondnet of the war 
have convinced many officials that 
the (lerman military system as at 
present directed is a pemmenl dan- 
ger to the world's petce. ^

the war and tinally culminating in the 
Zimmerman note to ally Japan and 
Mexico in war against d>ia country, 
are regarded aa evidence of the evil 
of the geMnl q #MB.
